2 HE Author of this ſhort, but 
4 1 beautiful Pſalm, whoever he 
4 a might be, appears to have had 

e his Mind ſtrongly impreſſed with 
the Love of his Country, and a ſenſe of 
thoſe Advantages which it's Conftitution 
afforded: of theſe he points to two, as 
ſtanding foremoſt, and being the Sources 
* from 
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from whence all the reſt were certainly 
derived; an uniform and well ordered 
Religious Worſhip, and a regular Admi- 
niſtration of Civil Juſtice. In the Jewiſh 
Government theſe were intimately com- 
bined together: it is not now to our 
Purpoſe to trace the particular Mode of 
their Connexion; the Pſalmiſt conſiders. 
them as in perfect Union, and to that 
Circumſtance attributes the Glory and 
Happineſs which attended them.

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The Importance of ſuch an Union hath 
been evident in all Times, and in alt 
Countries. The Civil Conſtitution of every 
State upon Earth, reſts ultimately on Reli- 
gion of ſome ſort or other. To give 
Weight and Efficacy to its Laws, an Ap- 
peal is always made to a Wiſdom, and 
Power, and Authority, more than Human. 
Without this Appeal, they muſt be weak 
indeed. They would not lay hold on the 
Conſcience at all; and could control even 
the outward Actions of Men, only through 
the Fear of Man's Power; a Power which 
every one of us, (if we know any thing of 
ourſelves or our own Species) muſt know to 
be extremely weak and fallible. 


Where the prevailing Religion of any 
Country is dark and corrupt, the Civil 
Polity will always be found unſteady both 
in it's Principle and Effects. Hence we 

Ba ; may 
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may eaſily account for the Imperfection 
and Weakneſs of all the Pagan Govern- 
ments in the World, both ancient and 
modern. 


Among the Jews the attributes of the 
true God were known by Revelation, and 
felt by a daily and unqueſtioned Diſplay 
of their Exertion. Their Civil Laws had 
they been of mere human Eſtabliſhment, 
muſt from this Circumſtance have derived 
their chief Excellence and Efficacy: but 
they were themſelves the Offspring of 
thoſe very attributes, the Dictates of the 
infinite Love and Juſtice of God himſelf 
to his choſen People, While they adhered 
to their God, Peace and Equity and good 
Order prevailed among them: The Mo- 
ment they deſerted the worſhip of their 
Fathers, and went after other Gods, all 
-was Rebellion, and Tumult, and Outrage. 
Such 
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Such being the Influence of Religion on 
the general Manners, and the general Hap- 
pineſs of all Countries, the Magiſtrate, 
whoſe Object I conceive to be, to provide 
as far as human Prudence can go, for the 
Welfare and Quiet, and Security of the 
State, and of every Individual in it, can- 
not look on Religion with an Eye of In- 
difference. Some Religion he will of 
courſe encourage; It is his Duty to encou- 


rage that, which ſhall appear moſt friendly 
to his great Object. 


Pure Chriſtianity of all the Religions 
that have ever appeared in the World, is 
that, which in it's Spirit, and Principles is 
moſt favourable to the Peace and Happi- 
neſs of Society. It applies alike to all 

Modes of Government; It takes no lead in 
the Arrangement of civil Affairs: It only 
cheriſhes in the Minds of Men, that Tem- 


per 
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per of Sobriety and Modeſty, which at all 
Times diſpoſes them to a willing and 
and chearful Submiſſion to the eſtabliſhed 
Conſtitution of their Country, be it of 
nat Kind it may. Politically ſpeaking 


therefore, in a Country where Chriſtianity 


is once known, it muſt be the Duty of the 
Sovereign Power in that Country, to en- 
courage the growth of it to the utmoſt. 
To this 1t may be objected, that in the 
matter of Religion the Mind of every 
Man muſt be free and uncontroled; that 
it is a perſonal concern, and attaches 
folely on his own -Conſcience. Be it ſo. 
Confiſtently with all this, Encouragement 
may ftill be given to one Religion above 
another, without forcing any Man's Con- 
ſcience, or encroaching in the ſmalleſt 
Degree on his Religious Liberty. 


There 
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There is indeed one Method, by which 
the Characters of, Men, and their Opinions 
even in Religion may be influenced with- 
out Oppreſſion: that is, by providing 
means of Education for all Ranks and Or- 
ders in Society, - calculated to fit them. 
for the Public Service in all Reſpects. 


They who know any thing of the Hiſ- 
_ tory and Progreſs of the Chriſtian Church, 
cannot be ignorant that Practices and Prin- 
ciples had crept into it, very little recon- - 
cileable with the original Purity of the 
Goſpel. In ſome Inſtances, the Romaniſts 
themſelves are ready to admit as much; 
with ſome Inconſiſtence indeed on their 
Part, ſo long as they contend that an in- 
fallible Judge always prefided in it. That 
a Reformation was neceſſary; was agreed 
by all. As the whole was Matter of pure 
Revelation, and God's Word was at hand 


to 
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to conſult, the Proteſtants had no Scruple 


in determining, that Scripture was the only 


Rule, by which a Reformation could pro- 
perly be conducted. On this Principle 
they proceeded; by the blefling of God, 
the Work proſpered in their Hands. 
Many Parts of Europe were by Degrees 
reſcued from the Ignorance and Uſurpation 
of the Church of Rome. A Ray of this 
auſpicious Light, was early introduced 
into this Country. It's Effects from vari. 
ous Cauſes, were not ſo powerful and ex- 
tenſive here, as they had been in the 


neighbouring Kingdoms; the Dawn of 


reviving Letters which had elſewhere led 
the way to Enquiry, had ſcarcely reached 
us here, nor indeed did the ſtate of Soci- 
ety afford either Leiſure, or Encourage. 
ment to Science or the Arts of Peace. 
The Influence of the Laws at that Time, 


was confined within very narrow Limits. 


Amidſt 
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Amidſt the Tumults and Outrages of civil 
Contention, the feeble Efforts of Proteſt- 
antiſm could make but little way, and 
even where Reform was attempted, too 
often the ſpirit of Fanaticiſm and Rapine 
effected Deſolation, 


On the Calamities of ſubſequent Periods 
we will not dwell, but obſerve that the 
Revolution at the Cloſe of the laſt Cen- 
tury, which ſecured our Liberties both 
Civil and Religious, did all that could be 
done to eſtabliſh Proteſtantiſm as the Reli. 
gion of the State. Notwithſtanding this, 
many of the Obſtructions which impeded 
it's Progreſs, remain unremoved, and ſtill 
continue to prevent it's general Prevalence 
among us. 


The Ruin of our Churches, and the Tar- 
dineſs of the Landholders (for the Public 
C has 
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has done much) to contribute their Pro. 


portion towards rebuilding them, are Ob- 
ſtacles, which as long as they exiſt muſt 


| have their full Operation againſt us. 


The want of Glebes likewiſe 1s a ſore 


Evil, and in too many Inflances muſt be 


an effectual Bar to the Reſidence of the 
Clergy; a Subject of very ſerious and pub. 
lic Concern, and Well worthy the further 


Attention of the Legiſlature. The Public 
Inconveniencies occaſioned by ſo large a 
Diſſent from the eſtabliſhed Religion, need 
not be enumerated : They are continually 


felt, and the Public continually ſuffer by 


it. 


The Inſtitutions it is now my Buſineſs 
to recommend to your Protection, were 
calculated gradually to remove thoſe In. 
conveniencies, and to remove them in a 

| | Manner 
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heed 


Manner at once the moſt gentle, and the 
moſt Effectual. On Political Confidera- 
tions only, they would therefore have a 


ſtrong Claim to your Support and Encou- 


ragement. But I addreſs you further, 
and on more enlarged Motives—not as 
Iriſhmen merely, but as Men and Chriſ. 
tians. | 


The Growth and Character of the 
Church of Rome, are diſtinctly marked 
in the Book of God : It's Innovations and 
Pretenſions are reprobated, and a ſolemn 
Warning from Heaven recorded, ſaying 
« come out of her my People, that ve be 


«© not Partakers of her Sins, and that ye 


< receive not her Plagues.”* 


Under theſe Circumſtances to impart 
the Light yourſelves are blefſed with, to 
| your 


— 


* Revclations 18, 4. 
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Fellow Citizens, to reſcue them from a 


Darkneſs certainly fatal to their beſt 


Hopes and Intereſts, is what the benevo- 
lent Principles of your Religion, might of 
themſelves lead you to. But the Goſpel 
in Matters of Charity, does not leave 
you to draw your own Concluſions. It 
calls upon you emphatically in expreſs 
Terms, and on Motives the Force of 
which Humanity muſt feel, „freely ye 
© have received, freely give.”* 


It affords no juſt Argument againft the 
Inſtitutions now under our Conſideration, 
that they have not in every Inftance ob- 
tained the End to which they are di- 
reed : that ſome who have had the Ad- 
vantages they afford, have afterwards 
been ſeduced to love Darkneſs rather than 
Light. 5 5 

ö Tho' 
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Tho' dedicated to God's Honour and 
Service, tho' I truſt under his Bleſſing, 
they are ſtill human Means, and the 
Conduct and Ad miniſtration of them are in 
human Hauds. No Wonder then that 
ſome Imperfection and Weakneſs ſhould 
appear in them. This however may be 
faid with Certainty, the more they are 
attended to, and the more vigorouſly they 
are ſupported, the more certain and Exten- 
fave their effe&t will be. Much they have 
already done, much. under great Diſad- 
zantages: There are Reaſons daily in- 
ereaſing, to induce us to expect more 


from them. A more general Reſidence of 


the eſtated Gentry, a more general Reſi- 
dence of the beneficed Clergy, are loudly 


called for; I hope I may add, that they 


are beginning to take Effect. The Inte- 
tereſts of the Country in every Reſpect 
require both. When this completely hap- 


pens, 
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pens, the Inſtitutions in queſtion will be 
further conducted to their proper End. 
The actual Benefits of them mult be ex. 
perienced and underſtood by competent 
Judges in every Quarter. Government 
itſelf will hence learn their real Value, 
and perhaps further extend that Aid and 
Protection, upon which their . 
muſt finally reſt. 


The Propriety of furniſhing certain 
Means of Education for the luwer Ranks 
of Society, has been frequentiy, and with 
great Force of Argument inſiſted on. It 
ſeems to be now more generally admitted 
than heretofore; and I am happy to ſay 
that the ſubject is at this Inſtant in that 


Train of diſcuſſion, which may lead to moſt 


important Benefits to the Community. 


The 
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The Education of a whole People is an 
arduous Undertaking. A Syſtem of ſuch 


Magnitude, cannot be matured at once. 
It undoubtedly calls for the united Efforts- 
of the wiſeſt and the beſt among us. It is a 


great and glorious Enterprize, and worthy 
of their beſt Endeavours.; for I am per- 


ſuaded if the Plan be contrived with that 
Ability, and conducted with that Patriot- 


iſm which I truſt it may, it will under the 
Bleſſing of God, in one Generation work 
a more favourable Change in our general 


Manners, than this Country has experi- 


enced in any Century of her Hiſtory. 


New Schemes which have been of late 


deviſed, are not without their Praiſe. 
That they who cannot be ſpared from 
their neceſſary Employments at other 
Times, may receive ſome Inſtruction at 


leak on the Sabbath Day, is well con- 


ceived : 
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ceived: tho? perhaps the chief good to be 
derived from the Meaſure, may princi- 
pally appear in populous Towns, 


In theſe Charter-Schools the whole 
Week is given up to the Buſineſs of Edu- 
cation; an Education ſuited to the Place 


which the Objects of it are to fill in So- 


ciety; an Education in which Huſbandry, 
Houſewifry, and Manuf ures make a 
neceſſary Part, and whatever elſe can tend 
to excite a Spirit of Virtue, Labour, and 
Induſtry. By this Circumſtance the Pa- 
piſts were firſt induced to truſt their 
Children to theſe Seminaries, and ftill 
continue willing to do it, where they are 
carefully and diligently looked after: 
Good Regulations have been agreed on to 
guard the Children as much as may be, 
from the Danger of receiving or retaining 
other Religious Principles, than thoſe for 

| the 
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; the- ſake of which the Schools were origi- 


_ nally founded. Particular Care is likewiſe 
taken to place out or Apprentice them in 


Proteſtant Houſes, where they may have op- 


portunity of ſtrengthening and practiſing 
under the Aid and Influence of good Exam- 
ples, the Religion they have learned: to 
do this with the beſt poſſible Effect, we 
have been lately enabled by the great and 
unexampled Bounty of an unknown Friend, 
whoſe Merits are beyond our Praiſe. 


It is impoſſible but Numbers muft be 
thus reſcued from Popery, and eftabliſhed 
in a Religion whoſe only Foundation is in 
the Word of God: a Religion more con- 
formable to the Laws of the Country in 
which they are to live, and which is ne- 
ceſſary to qualify them to act in the Pub- 
lic Service of it. Commonly ſpeaking, 
the principal Difficulties attend the firft 

D open- 
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opening of Works of this Kind. Theſe 


have been encountered, and in a great 
Meaſure overcome by thoſe who have 
gone before us. It reſts with us to perſe- 
vere, to be as zealous in carrying on the 
good Work, as they were in beginning 
it. The ſame Occaſion, the ſame Motives 
ſtill exiſt, and perhaps additional ones 
might be urged. Our Public Spirit, our 
Chriſtian Charity, cannot be exerted to a 
nobler Purpoſe. 


The deareſt Intereſts of our poor Bre. 
thren both here and hereafter, the further- 
ance of Chriſt's Kingdom, and Peace upon 
Earth; the Harmony and Happineſs of 
the Country in which we live, theſe are 
the Objects we aim at, and ſurely the) are 
Objects which may claim our moſt zealous 
Exertions. It may help to animate us 
with Vigor and Confidence on the Occa- 

| fion, 
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fion, to reflect, that in ſuch a Cauſe we 
may ſafely rely on his Aid, who alone can 
ſecure Succeſs to human Endeavours, and 
whoſe Favor never faileth thoſe, who ſeek 
his Glory, and truſt in his Prote®tion. 


What may be expected in a Country 
like this, if all that theſe Inſtitutions pre- 
fume, and all they directly lead to, were 
actually accompliſhed.“ A Nobility and 
Gentry reſident on their Patrimony, excit- 
ing a ſpirit of Improvement and Agricul- 
ture, and diſpenſing the Bleſſings of real 


Hoſpitality (I do not mean Intemperance 


and Exceſs) among their Neighbours: A 


well regulated Commerce in the Hands of 


Men warmly attached to a Conftitution. 
able and diſpoſed to protect it: A Clergy 
intent on their Duty, watching over their 
Flocks with Affiduity and Affection: A 
Spirit of Induſtry, and loyalty pervading 

| all 
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all Ranks of People: and withal a Spirit 
of enlightened Chriſtian Piety : The whole 
Kingdom with Hearts and Hands cor ſent. 
ing, united in the Worſhip of one Ged, 


through one Mediator, by the Aid of 


one Divine Spirit. Happy are the People that 
are in ſuch a Caſe; Then /hall God bot down 
upon us, and hear us, and be merciful unto us, 
and ſhew us the Light of his Countenance. Our 
Garners ſhall be full and plenterus, with all man- 
ner of Store, our Sheep [hall bring forth thouſands 
and ten thouſands in our Street.. Our Oxen ſhall 
be ſtrong to Labour ; there ſhall be ns Decay, no 


leading into Captivity, and no Complaining in our 


Streets Peace ſhall prevail in our Borders, 
For we ſhall have the Lord for our God, . abe
